His death was principally the 
result of senile decay, but it was hastened by an 
attack of pneumonia, which supervened on Satur- 
day week. Paul Kruger was born at Rustenburg 
in 1825, and trekked from Cape Colony in 1836, 
being thus from boyhood one of the pioneers 
of Orange River Colony and the - Transvaal. 
As a young man he waê noted as the 
fleetest and strongest man of his. day, the 
best shot and the most fervent preacher, 
and in the field and in the council-chamber 
he soon rose to the top. It was he who was | 
originator of the Majuba Hill campaign, and 
he was elected head of the provisional Govern- 
ment in 1881. Two years later he was elected 
President of the Transvaal, which post he held 
till Lord Roberts entered Pretoria. It is 
generally admitted that he acted with consider- 
able restraint in 1896 at the time of the Jameson 
Raid; but on Oct. 11, 1899, he allowed himself to 
be carried away by his feelings when he sent 
the now famous ultimatum. Just over a year 
later he left the land he had ruled so long, a 
broken man, and since then he has been a 
wanderer. Now he is to find his last resting- 
place once more back in his old country beside 
the wife he had to leave behind him.

A Corn-Drill. 

HE dill of which an Ulustration is given is for 
sowing all kinds of seeds while ploughing. It 
sows equally well wheat, barley, beans, peas, or 
maize. The seed is delivered by one cogwheel, the 
quantity sown being easily regulated by an adjust- 

able slide. A setting gauge is provided, and the drill is 
driven direct by the small or land wheel of the plough, to 
the axle of which it is connected with a universal joint. 
In turning the headlands the delivery of seed automatically 
stops immediately the small wheel leaves the ground. The 
seed-box is carried Me wrought-iron bracket on which it 
slides, allowing it to be regulated to any width of sowing, 
by means of a set screw. The seed-box hangs 6 in. clear 
of the land, and can be raised or lowered as desired, allow- 
ing the drill to be used under any conditions of Jand or 
weather. As there із no:coulter,the drill cannot clog.

When it is possible to plough it is equally as easy to drill. 
The seed is deposited in front.of the, breast. Thus it is 
covered immediately it touches the land, preventing any 
damage by the horses’ heels or loss by birds. The seed 
falls on an adjustable spout, which-guides it into the inner 
corner of the furrow just behind the furrow wheel. A per- 
fectly true seed-line is thus obtained about 2 in. wide. This 
allows the land to be horse-hoed in the regular manner in 
the spring. Mode of fixing : Detach land-wheel and leg 
from plough, any make. Substitute leg with sliding 
bracket supplied with drill in place thereof. Place own 
land-wheel on drillaxle between the two cones, taking 
care to screw it up tizhtly, so that the wheel cannot türn 
on the axle as the axle revolves with the wheel. Place 
the seed-box on wrought carrying bracket, and füsten 
where required with set serew. Connect up driving spindle 
to wheel axle at universal joint with cotter-pin. The 
drill is now ready for use. 


Orchids for Amateurs. 


At one time orchids were grown only by the well-to-do, 
but during the last few years they have found their wav 
into the gardens of amateurs, and there are prospects of 
their eultivation being considerably extended. This is 
due to the fact that а knowledge as to their management

has been widely disseminated; and, moreover, it is now 
generally recognised that many of the species are by no 
means so difficult to grow as was formerly supposed. 
Some persons even now assert that orchids cannot be grown 
inan ordinary greenbouse; but this is denied, for cool orchids 
have been kept in good health in a greenhouse, and one or two 
of the more robust ies as window-plants, for a consider- 
able period. It is therefore with confidence that they are 
advised to be grown, and anyone who is desirous of adding 
variety to his stock of greenhouse or window plants may 
advantageously include half-a-dozen orchids, or more if 
space permits. There is one point in their management, 
however, that should be borne in mind. Most varieties 
will thrive well if placed by themselves in a ** quiet” corner 
of the freenhouse—a position where they can obtain air but

not draughts, and can be shaded in the summer but have 
light in the winter. If the pots are stood on ashes or 
some other moisture-holding material so much the better, 
although when growńas window-plants this, of course, is not 
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generally convenient. Аз regards the usual management 
of thé orehids named, that isa comparatively simple matter. 
Some are y gni species —that is, thrive best in baskets, 
on blocks of wood, or in pots filled with n mixture of 
sphagnum moss, lumps of charcoal, and.a little peat; while 
others aré terrestrial or earth-rooting orchids, needing a 
more substantial compost,

The planting of the main crop must be brought to a close 
ав quickly as possible, and where the trenches have been 
dug and manured for some time in preparation they must 
now receive a thorough watering.- It is useless to attempt 
this стар upon land that is of a dry nature if there is not a 
good supply of water at hand. А good supply of water 
for this crop is essential, as in the case of watercresses, 
and, except for the supply of local trade, land for the pur- 
pose should always be chosen where a supply can be easily 
raised. , A thorough good soaking two days in advance of 
pantay will make the land work well. If the plants have 

een raised as we have before directed, these should also 
receive an extra dose of water, when they will cut out 
and replant without apparent check. As the rows are 
p'anted the water must again flow freely to give the 
plant a start. The earliest crop should now be ready for 
lifting, and'if paper collars have been, used the heads will 
comè out qnite cleah. These should be got on the market 
as-soon as fit. Look after the earthing of the later crops 
that need it, but always give a good flooding the day 
béfore planting,oüt. Given.a good situation near a stream, 
a pulsometer;.oil engine, or gas, where gas сап be had, 
will do-the work cheaply and well. Soot and salt dress the 
plants for the fly, and spray for disease with Bordeaux 
mixture, 

Layering Strawberries. 

The,amateur, with his small garden, cannot well afford 
to plant even a score of stout runners in therautumn 
expressly to furnish early runners, says a writer in 
Gardening Illustrated. To secure these, the bloom trusses 
have to be pinched ouf, and that is rather a great sacrifice 
to be made. But these very early runners are needful 
only- when it is pur to get them well established 
in 6-in. pots for early forcing. When it is desired to 
have a few dozen or score of strong plants in such 
pots to push on into bloom gently, that fruit may be 
ripened a week or two.prior to other fruit being ri 
outdoors, then the earliest runners thrown out by the 
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ordinary fruiting plants suffice. Whilst there is ample 
time yet ere strong runners be formed, it is not too early to 
get small pots ready by having them washed, and into each 
one may be put, if there be such at hand, a small piece of 
moss. iling that, leave any such simple drainage until 
filling the pots, then place a little flbrous or turfy matter 
into the bottom of each before filling them with soil. 
Proper soil or compost may also be prepared now, and 
acouple of bushels will suffice for many small pots. This 
should consist of t: loam, well broken up, one half, 
the rest being well-decayed hotbed or mushroom - bed 
manure, leaf-soil, and some sharp sand. If that be got 
ready now and put into a box, being first well mixed, its

All pots thus filled with layers shou 
be placed in alternate rows of plants, thus leaving 
every other s between the rows quite free for walking 
in for watering or fruit-gathering. With а hand trowel 
make a small hole in the ground just where each pot is to 
it in an upright tion.

‘There is very little friction, as the 
appliance is fitted with roller bearings. and se ingenious is 
the arrangement of attaching the pulper that very little 
difference in the working is noticea ble. The roots are 
placed in the hopper, and the rotary motion of the barrel« 
shakes the turnips in such a manner that they are effectu- 
ally cleaned while being gradually conveyed to the cutting 
dise of the pul; As it is fitted on wheels it can be 
easily removed from one part of the farm to another.
